MANY LONG DEADLOCKS 


Election of Senator Matthew Hale 


Carpenter, Former Rode County- 


Resident Spectacular. 


Tomorrow marks the end of one of 
the shortest and fiercest of all contests 
for the election of a United 
States 
senator ever held in "Wisconsin, or, in 
fact, . probably in 
any 
other 
state. 
When you stop to consider that in the 
past seventy years but fifteen men 
have represented the state of Wiscon- 
sin in the upper house of congress, 
nine of them republicans and five of 
them democrats and one a freesoller, 
you will perhaps begin 
to 
realize 
what it will mean, this selection of 
the sixteenth United States Senator 
from this state. In tho seventy years 
many of the brightest men of 
the 
state havo represented Wisconsin and 
many men who would ha\'e done great 
honor to the office have been defeated 
in spirited contests. 
Fred L. Holmes, 
in commenting upon these elections 
In the Milwaukee Sentinel, says: 
Of all the 
senatorial 
contests, tho 
election of Senator Mathew H. Car- 
penter, Milwaukee, Jan. 26, 1S69, re- 
mains the most spectacular. 'Charac- 
terized at the time by Horace Rublee, 
then editor of the State Journal, as 
the "spelling down match," 
this title 
has clung to it in history. When the 
second term of 
Senator 
James 
R. 
Doolittle, Racme, came to a close in 
I860 his support of President John- 
son's reconstruction policy had so em- 
bittered the people of tho state that 
his re-election by the legislature was 
Impossible. Two previous sessions had 
asked for his resignation. 
Early in the campaign Gen. C. C. 
Washburn, a former congressman and 
major general in the civil war; Hor- 
ace Rublee former Gov. Edward Salo- 
mon and O. H. Waldo, the latter a 
prominent Milwaukee attorney, enter- 
ed the field. Late in the campaign 
Mathew H. Carpenter, a brilliant law- 
yer, orator and democrat who had 
supported President Lincoln's war pol- 
icy, came into the contest. The Car- 
penter campaign -was championed by 
A. M. JThomson, Janesville, speaker of 
the assembly, and to him is attri- 
buted the plan for a "spelling down 
match." 
Has Been Trying. 
Serving as 
United States 
senator 
from Wisconsin has at times been a 
trying matter 
for tho 
occupants of 
the senatorial seat. Isaac P. Walker. 
Milwaukee, and Henry Dodge, Dodge- 
ville, were the first senatorial repre- 
sentatives. 
In 1885 Charles Durkee, Racine, a 
former congressman, a popular and 
prosperous farmer, was elected as the 
first free soiler to serve in the senate. 
Ho was one of the state's first anti- 
slavery leaders, and served one sena- 
torial term.

The police said Schepps place, estab- 
lished after the Rosenthal shooting 
and the convictions which

We wish to call your attention to a few facts. 


Before the zone system was' established in 


Janesville the assessed valuation of the property 
occupied by saloons outside of the proposed zone 
was $58,000.00. After the zone was fixed the prop- 
erty was assessed at $43,800.00—a difference of 
$14,200.00, which has been and must be paid by 
taxpayers other than those who own the prop- 
erty. Figuring on the same basis there will be a 
depreciation of property values in the business 
district of at least $150,000.00. in case Janesville 
votes for "No License." These questions natural- 
ly occur to the tax payer and particularly the one 
who owns a little home. 


What businesses will fill. the forty .vacant 


stores? 


Who will pay the additional taxes which will 


be made necessary when the taxable value of the 
business property of Janesville is depreciated and 
the city treasury does .not receive $20,500.00 
license money each year.

What effect would it have on business if 


Janesville should go dry and towns adjoining the 
city limits should remain wet, as they will, as no 
yote is to be taken? 


Will prohibition. prohibit in Janesville when 


it does not in other dry territory? The evidence 
recently taken in Kockford showed that one 
driver on the east side of that city delivered beer 
regularly by the case to over 1000 houses so you 
see that if you are financially able you may buy 
your liquor by the case but, if not, you must do 
without it. 


These are strenuous times. Every man needs 
\ 


all he has and all he may legitimately make to 
support himself, his family and contribute to the 
various war funds. No one complains of a lack of 
patriotism on the part of the saloon keepers. They 
have done their share. If ajfiyone doubts this let 
him ask the various campaign managers. In addi- 
tion to their liberality the saloon keepers in 
Janesville have paid to the United States govern- 
ment, during the last few months, approximately 
$78,000,00 in excess revenue taxes on their stocks. 
Some of them were obliged to borrow money to do . 
this.. It doesn't seem that it would be fair or patri- 
otic to put these men out of business with their 
stocks on hand upon which they have paid the 
government tax. 


You should keep in mind that if the President 


of the United States deems it wise or necessary 
for the conservation of food stuffs he may order 
the discontinuance of the manufacture of beer 
and ale, it would seem therefore that you should 
await that time. This is a period when harmony 
should prevail and not discord. There should not 
be disruption of business or the depreciation of 
property. It may seem a little thing in the minds 
of some to wreck business and unsettle property 
values and throw a large number of men out of 
employment but we know you will appreciate the 
facts and cast your vote For License at the polls 
tomorrow. 


Madison, Wisconsin, after one year's exper- 


ience as a Dry Town, recently had a petition circu- 
lated by the business men containing the names 
of over 4,000 signers to bring this matter to a vote 
so that the town could be again in the Wet column.
